^  /  The  answer  is  Cirque  Dreams:  Holidaze,  featuring  20  such  dizzying  acts  and 

lighting  up  the  Hult  Center  stage  Nov.  22  and  23. 
j  j  From  cruise  ships  to  concert  halls,  an  estimated  50  million  people  worldwide 

have  attended  a  Cirque  Dreams  production.  “My  goal  is  to  show  audiences  something  they’ve  never  seen 
before,”  says  veteran  director-producer  Neil  Goldberg,  founder  of  the  Cirque  Dreams  juggernaut  (not  to 
be  confused  with  the  French-Canadian  Cirque  du  Soleil,  which  is  unrelated). 

In  order  to  find  and  recruit  talent  to  his  stable  of  performers,  Goldberg  has  developed  relationships 
with  the  Mongolian  School  of  Contortion,  the  Beijing  Acrobatic  Association,  the  Cultural  Division  of 
the  Ethiopian  Government  and  the  American  Federation  of  Jump  Rope  Associations. 

“Our  casting  department  looks  through  50  submissions  per  week,”  Goldberg  says.  If  selected, 
performers  train  for  up  to  a  year  at  Goldberg’s  Dream  Theater  in  Fort  Lauderdale,  Florida,  before  ever 
appearing  onstage. 

Behind  the  scenes,  any  traveling  show  has  to  conform  to  the  space  it  enters,  but  when  the  lives  of 
dancers  and  aerialists  are  on  the  line,  the  intricacies  of  continually  changing  venues  become  a  challenge 
to  designers  and  builders. 

“No  two  theaters  in  the  world  are  exactly  alike,  so  the  set  for  Holidaze  is  built  a  bit  like  an  erector 
set,”  says  Goldberg.  “It’s  possible  for  it  to  continually  expand  and  contract  to  adapt  to  new  theater 
spaces.” 

If  you’re  looking  for  a  holiday  diversion  for  all  ages,  then  Holidaze,  with  its  glittery,  short-attention- 
span  razzmatazz,  may  fit  the  bill. 

“It’s  challenging  to  find  something  that  the  whole  family  can  walk  out  of,  having  had  a  good 
experience,”  Goldberg  says.  “But  this  show  brings  a  smile  to  everyone’s  face.”  +

FAMILIES  SHARE  TRADITIONAL  HOLIDAY  FOODS  By  Rachael  Carnes 


Whether  it’s  tamales,  suet  pudding  or 
even  lutefisk,  many  Eugene  families 
keep  memories  alive  by  preparing 
their  favorite  holiday  foods. 

“We  eat  mushroom  soup  every 
Christmas  Eve,  in  keeping  with  the  Polish  tradition  of  my 
husband’s  family,”  says  Leigh  Christiansen,  who  co-owns 
Eugene-based  Calypso  Fly  Fishing  Guide  Service  with 
her  husband,  Barrett  Christiansen.  “We  gather  chanterelles 
in  the  fall,  and  dry  saute  and  freeze  them  for  our  soup. 
This  ritual  is  very  dear  to  us.” 

Many  holiday  foods  originate  in  religious  traditions, 
elevating  simple  ingredients  to  symbolic  levels. 

“Hanukkah  isn’t  Hanukkah  without  latkes,”  says 
Karen  Luks,  who  works  at  the  UO’s  Prevention  Science 
Institute.  Latkes  are  made  from  potatoes,  onion  and 
ground  matzah  meal.  Attorney  and  mom  of  two  Julie 
Manela  adds,  “I  associate  latkes  with  sour  cream  and 
applesauce  with  the  holiday  —  my  mom  trying  to  keep  up 
with  frying  enough  of  them,  and  the  smell  of  frying 
potatoes.” 

For  Briana  Parra,  a  full-time  UO  student  who  holds 
down  three  jobs  while  raising  a  teenage  daughter,  the 
holidays  mean  seafood.  “We  do  a  shrimp  and  oyster  fry 
every  Christmas  Eve,”  Parra  says.  “We  invite  our  friends 
and  neighbors.  It’s  a  tradition  that  goes  back  to  my  great- 
grandparents.” 

Then  there  are  the  sweets,  a  seemingly  endless 
collection  of  delectable  morsels  made  from  flour,  butter, 
eggs  and  sugar.  For  Greg  Schofield,  who  sells  and 
dispatches  rock  out  of  Knife  River’s  Springfield  quarry, 
the  holidays  are  all  about  stollen,  German  yeasted  bread 
studded  with  candied  fruit  and  nuts.  “Sliced  and  toasted 
and  slathered  with  butter,  it’s  very  yummy,”  Schofield 
says. 

For  lots  of  folks,  it  just  doesn’t  feel  festive  without  the 
flavors  their  families  have  enjoyed  for  years. 

“We’ve  made  nut  tossies  for  generations,  and  my 
Grammy  always  used  to  make  kiffles,”  says  Kristy 
Munro,  who  owns  and  operates  the  GlassRoots  Glass 
Shop.  Hungarian  pastries,  kiffles  and  tossies  are  like  tiny 
pecan  pies.  “Both  are  eaten  faster  than  I  can  make  them,” 
Munro  says. 

Food  connects  us  to  the  past.  The  tastes  and  smells 


remind  us  of  sharing  time  in  our  kitchens  and  around  our 
tables  with  loved  ones  and  friends. 

“My  mom’s  parents  came  from  Naples  in  the  early 
1900s,  and  brought  this  delicious  cookie  recipe  with 
them,”  says  Lisa  Christon,  author  and  director  of  local 
non-profit  Josephine’s  Closet.  Each  year,  Christon’s 
family  churns  out  hundreds  of  tasty  mostaccioli,  or  Italian 
chocolate  spice  cookies. 

“My  mom  passed  away  a  few  years  ago,”  Christon 
says,  “and  making  this  cookie  makes  me  remember  all  the 
happy  memories  of  making  them  with  her.”  +

TALES  OF  MISADVENTURES  WITH  EUGENE  BALLET  COMPANY’S 
THE  NUTCRACKER  By  Rachael  Carnes 


J  he  Eugene  Ballet  Company  has  steadfastly  delivered 
B  I  heartwarming  performances  of  The  Nutcracker  in 
every  one  of  its  35  seasons.  Usually  things  go  off 
I  without  a  hitch,  though  over  the  years  there  have  been 
a  few  mishaps. 

“This  is  live  performance,”  says  Toni  Pimble,  artistic  director 
for  EBC.  “And  the  unexpected  is  always  upon  us.” 

One  year,  the  giantess  Mother  Ginger  had  been  outfitted  with 
a  new  rolling  cage  underneath  her  crinolines,  rendering  the 
dancer  vulnerable  to  gravity  —  especially  when  she  began  to 
engage  in  what  Pimble  calls  “overly  enthusiastic  arm  flapping.” 

Fortunately,  Mother  Ginger’s  charges,  tiny  girls  dressed  as 
candy,  had  already  come  out  from  under  her  skirt  when  she  began 
to  wobble,  and  were  cheerily  dancing  in  a  circle  when  Mother 
Ginger  toppled  over.  “Remarkably,  the  little  bonbons  didn’t  miss 
a  step,”  Pimble  says. 

Then  there  was  the  time  that  the  Mouse  King  became  woefully 
disoriented.  “The  mouse  masks  are  not  easy  to  work  in;  they 
reduce  your  peripheral  vision,”  Pimble  says. 

“The  Mouse  King  got  turned  around  and  started  backing  up, 
and  then  he  just  fell  into  the  orchestra  pit,”  Pimble  says.  “He  was 
knocked  out  cold.” 

In  Nutcracker  performances,  the  Mouse  King  is  traditionally 
carried  away  on  a  stretcher  to  the  wails  of  his  mouse  followers. 


Here,  life  imitated  art,  as  EMTs  wheeled  the  Mouse  King 
offstage.  “He  waved  to  the  audience,”  Pimble  says,  “but  I  think 
it’s  just  because  he  was  in  shock.” 

Audiences  may  be  too  lulled  by  the  magical  story  to 
appreciate  the  perils  of  puppet  and  mask  work  or  the  rigors  of 
its  choreography,  but  the  piece  demands  a  lot  from  its  dancers. 
“The  grand  pas  de  deux,  with  the  Sugar  Plum  Fairy  and  the 
Cavalier,  are  technically  challenging  and  require  a  great  deal  of 
stamina,”  Pimble  says. 

Likewise,  “The  Polichinelles-Harlequin  is  a  difficult  piece, 
with  petit  allegro,  or  fast  footwork,”  Pimble  says.  “And  the 
‘Russian  Dance,’  it’s  like  the  4-minute  mile.  They  go  out  and  they 
go  full  blast.” 

But,  she  adds,  “there  are  a  lot  of  parts,  like  the  ‘Waltz  of  the 
Flowers,’  that  can  focus  on  technique.” 

Whether  it’s  your  first  viewing  or  your  35th,  Pimble  suggests 
that  the  ballet  has  staying  power  because  of  its  indelible  story,  and 
also  “because  the  Tchaikovsky  score  is  beautifully  written.” 

This  year,  performances  will  feature  live  music  with  Orchestra 
NEXT. 

“We  have  families  who  come  year  after  year,”  Pimble  says. 
“The  tradition  holds  very  strong.”  +

The  biggest  holiday  extravaganza  happens  Dec.  7  at 
the  Hult  Center’s  Silva  Hall,  when  the  Eugene  Concert 
Choir,  Oregon  Mozart  Players  and  Eugene  Vocal  Arts 
Ensemble  team  up  with  guests  Mason  “Classical  Gas”
